The project is conducted under the 
supervision of Dr. Roger Klein, asa 
program of the Department of Anes- 
thesiology of the University of Utah. 

The program is directed by Doctor 
Carter Ballenger, with the authoriza- 
tion and cooperation of the Warden and 
the Prison Medical Director. 

The men participating in the tests 
are paid two dollars per visit, with a 
bonus paid if they continue with the 
injections and tests until ‘the con- 
clusion of the testing program.

Two drugs are used in the testing. 
The first is an emetic, which is given 
to each man intravenously many times 
until the exact amount needed to.pro- 
duce vomiting is determined. Then, 
the anti-nausea drug is introduced, 
and the precise amount of drug needed 
to overcome the nausea and vomiting is 
measured. Other tests are then con- 
ducted to find out how long the effect 
of the anti-nausea drug will last, and 
if there are any side effects. 

The new drug should prove of great 
value for use in post-operative cases 
where violent nausea could . be very 
dangerous to the patient, for use in

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SUICIDE-PRONE INMATE 
RECEIVES UNORTHODOX ASSISTANCE 


The quiet of a Sunday visiting day 
was disturbed slightly on February 27, 
when Lt. Pace Richards was informed of 
a disturbance on the B-North Segrega- 
tion Unit. Sgt. Del Jensen reported 
that Gerald Hudson had attempted to 
strangle Thomas Kimble with a towel. 

An investigation was made as to how 
it was possible for the two inmates to 
engage in a fight, when two inmates 
are not allowed out of their respective 
cells at the same time while confined 
in the Segregation Unit. 

It was reperted that Kimble, who 
was the Tier-man, made the mistake of 
wandering too close to Hudson's cell, 
and Zap!---Kimble suddenly found that 
there was a lack of oxygen for his 
windpipe. He suspected that it might 
be because of a towel being twisted a- 
round his neck. 

The B-North officers heard the com- 
motion and rescued the janitor almost 
immediately. He was taken to the 
Prison Hospital to check the extent of 
his injuries. 

Hudson appeared before the Discip- 
linary Committee on Tuesday, March 1, 
and was sentenced to twenty-nine days 


Isolation, suspended for thirty days 
conditional upon good behavior. (It

Graduation certificates and awards 
were presented to over forty men in a 
special program held in the Auditorium 
on Friday, January 14, 1966. 

Family members of the graduating 
students were privileged to attend 
this function, which featured civilian 
guest speakers from the upper echelon 
of the Utah Trade Technical Institute 
at Provo, Utah, and the State Board of 
Education. 

The guest speakers featured Roger 
Honeyman, Coordinator of the Trace 
Tech program at the institution; Don 
Madsen, Vice President of the Utah 
Trade Technical Institute at Provo, 
Wilson W. Sorensen, President of the 
Provo Trade Tech facility, Warden John 
W. Turner, and Walter D. Talbot, the 
Deputy Director of the State Board of 


Education. 
The inane introductions made the 
men in the audience who had Toast- 


masters or Carnegie training cringe in 
their seats. The poise and speaking 
ability of the guest speakers enabled 
them to weather through the faux pas 
of a laconic Master-of-Ceremonies. 
Warden Turner commended the voca- 
tional trainees for their accomplish- 
ments, and urged them to encourage 
other men, particularly the younger 
inmates, to engage in the vocational 
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training program. He pointed out that 
-a trade was one of the most important 
single items that a person could have 
in civilian life, and that the self- 
confidence that comes with having a 
skill or trade makes it possible for a 
man to take his place in society with 
a minimum of difficulty. 

Don Madsen, Vice President of the 
Provo Trade Tech, delivered the very 
good news that a criminal record is no 
longer a bar for acceptance by the 
civil service commission. With the 
exception of government projects which

PROGRAM AIDS PRISONERS 


Mr. Howard Trexler, Business Office 


aide, was interviewed during February, 
and asked to give his views on the 
Group Counselling program. 

Mr. Trexler is 
express an opinion, based on his ex- 
perience at the institution. 

He is a veteran custodial officer, 
a former Control One Sergeant, former 
Supervisor in the Maintenance Dept., 
former Assignment Officer, graduate 
.and sponsor of the Carnegie Course, 
Sponsor of the Liahona Toastmasters 
Club, the past sponsor of the Ambassa- 
dors Club, and a leader of a group 
counselling class that has functioned 
for nearly a year. 


Mr. ‘Trexler's present assignment 
brings him into almost daily contact 
with the inmates, ‘and he has consider- 
able insight and understanding regard- 
‘ing prisoners, 

He stated that one of the good 
points of a group counselling class is 
that it serves as an emotional safety 
valve, and gives a man a chance to 
"blow up" without causing grief to the 
inmate concerned or to others. 

Several of the class members have 
been "lost" due to receiving short 
release dates. Mr. Trexler stated the 

“rest of the group have no objection to 
men dropping out of the class in that 
manner. : Z 

-Replacements for the class come 
frou recommendations of the class mem- 
bers, and enrollment is strictly on a 
voluntary basis. 

He feels that the group counselling 
program has definitely helped the mem- 
bers of his class, ‘and regretted that 
he .could not’ reveal the. names of the 
men, to show the change in their out- 
look and. attitude. :

William V. Milliken, Director. of 
Classification and Treatment at the 
Utah State Prison, had the following 
comments regarding group counselling...

"Group therapy is a 


relatively new 
form of treating emotionally disturbed 


people, and at the present time this 
form of therapy is being used in most 
all types of social agencies, mental 
hospitals, prisons, and even in in- 
dustry, as well as in private practice. 

There are almost as ‘many types of 
group therapy as there are group ther- 
apists, and as we continue to develop 
our program here at the Point, we find 
one of our major problems is the need 
for training our personnel to conduct 
groups. 

The counsellors involved in the pro- 
gram at the Point come from varied 
backgrounds, with’ varied education, 
and with a variety of job assignments 
within the institution. They meet 
each week with Mr. Andersen, the Chief 
Social Worker, who is a. trained group 
therapist, and evaluate the different 
possible techniques that can be used 
in each of their groups. 

Another of the problems is the 
Selection of members to be included in 
the various groups. This is usually 
done by the inmate. volunteering oF 
asking for’ group therapy, or in some 
instances, assignment to the group be- 
‘fause of a recommendation from the 
Treatment Team, Although it may aP- 
pear at times that the inmates are 
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assigned to groups on a rather hit-or- 
miss basis, there, is! actually some 
method to all “the madness. We have 
heterogenous-type groups, that is, in- 
mates with different types of diag- 
nosis are assigned to the same group. 
We do not have, for instance, all al- 
coholics in one group, or all sexual 
deviants in one group. We may have a 
sexual deviant, an alcoholic, anda 
schizophrenic or some other diagnosed 
inmate in the same group. pe aht f 

The group counselling program is 
off to a real good start here at the 


Point, and the response thus far from 
officers and inmates has been very 
positive. As the months go by, we 


will be able to form additional’ group 
counselling classes, more leaders will 
be trained, and more people will be 
helped. : ‘
